A cottonjiestlet is placed 
in each trap to occupy their time and to provide insulation. Sufficient food is 
placed in each trap for animals to maintain metabolism. Apple piec« are jdd^ 
for a source of moisture. Each trap is covered by a cedar shmgle to k«p the trap 
dry in wet weather and to keep direct sunlight off the trap. Despite these 
procedures, incidental mortality was expected by the mvestigator. Animals 
found dead are reported in Column E of the report, as they presumably suffered.
